;''Tho aSHOciationfioppoaed to tbo extension 
of suffrage to women occasionally send "us 
their publications, with a request to notice 
them editorially. *We comply with pleas- 
ure. Tbeso associations are. in our .opin- 
ion, deserving of nothing hut tbe dlsaprov-' 
n! of all liberal minded people They fire 
anQehronisms. . They are unsuited ,to the 
progressiva ago in which they live, and op- 
posed to the tendency of tbe times, which 
lain the direction of liberty nnd a. recogni- 
tion of human equality without distintion 
of'sex. We believe' that the. exclusion of 
women from the polls .is one of the causes 
of political corruption; but wo contend that 
whether it. is or not, there is, no natural 
right possessed by' men which ought not to 
be Bhared by women. The ethics of. the 
question do not concern ub niiy more than 
does the more debatable question of exped- 
iency. It is enough for ua that allipersons 
are born free and equal; and tbo fact that 
a few intolerant woinen deny the right of 
their Bex to political .equality, with 'men, 
leaves ua unconvinced so long as ana soli- 
tary woman cxiats who ia ready to claim 
her birthright. 

There is no argument need by those, naso- 
ciations again Bt female suffrage that has 
not done duty a thousand times. to block 
the way of men to democracy] ■, There has 
been no rcnaon' advanced ■ for the denial to 
women of political rights which luir, not 
been vigorously debated on a hundred bat- 
tle' fields. 

In Germany the sphere of women has re- 
cently been restricted by .. imperial ;flitit ;to 
kitchen, 'church, and children. The king- 
ly command was givieno'nee beforo to check 
a rising tide; but neither kings nor com- 
moners can oppoGQ the advancing wave of 
freedom which follows the sun of knowledge 
in its course around tho earth.

;April 1, lOtfl, ami Two. Hundred | Dollars" 
ouovor per year for the next four years at 
'five per coat, interest on the doferred pay 
uients, Mr. Bbuk giving a right-of-way to 
the gravel pH and allowing tbo townTwen 
ty (SO) years to remove the-gravel. Those" 
are tbe facts in tho case and any other 
statement is a willful fabrication, or based 
upon ignorance of wbftt the contract really 
is.

The wfud blew 
with exceptional violence hod brought 
with-it adeluge. Masses of 'debris and 
wreckage filled the streets. ■- 

The -soiae stdrmi pnsslng to the cast-" 
ward prnctlcilly wiped off the map the 
town .of I roads lo. Only a portion of tho 
business Bvctlon escaped. Seven men 
are reported killed there, and numbers 
were injured. Pratt City also wns a suf- 
ferer. Its public buildings, the school 
house, court house and First Methodist 
Church were destroyed. -North -Binning- 
ham nnd other suburbs of the city sus- 
tained much damage from tho force" of 
the wind, :

The incident nt Tlen-tsin has furnished 
material for columns of sensational dis-;

Shanghai and other cen- 
ters of alarming Intelligence failed to 
bring England nud Russia fnce to face In 
armed conflict it certainly was through 
no lack of effort. It can hardly bo dented 
Hint for a few days, there existed nt 
Tieii-lsiii the grouud work of a serious 
crisis. Russia claimed 11 pleco of terri- 
tory by right of conquest and tho British 
troops took forcible possession of It. In- 
trenchmeuls wore thrown up, soldiers 
were ready, and sentries on both sides 
whtched for hostile movements. But noae 
came, The Incident yielded to diplomatic 
treatment, both powers have withdrawn 
their soldiers from the territory In dis- 
pute and 'there Is to be no war.

The student riots in St., Petersburg and 
Moscow have been serious enough during 
tho last week to excite fear of a general 
movement against the government. Sun- 
dhy 3,000 students made a demonstration 
in the streets of St. Petersburg and when 
attacked by a regiment of Cossacks tlioy 
took possession of the Cathedral of Our 
Lady of Knznr, from which they were 
forcibly expelled' after three had been 
fettled aud many .wounded. Three hun- 
dred and thlrty-nlno' male students and 
377 women were arrested. . Rioting also 
took plate in other pints of the city. The 
students cnrrlcil red lings nml distributed 
leaflets containing such phrases ns "Long 
live liberty nud free government," "Down 
with tho Czar/! "Down with rotten ofll- 
einls." ;

From Los Angeles the President arid 
bispnrty will go to San Francisco, where 
they will remain several days portlcipnt-.

Tho will was drawn up April 20, 1800, - 
nnd witnessed by Wi.H. H. M|ller, Har- 
ry J., Mi Hi gad and Howard Cale. In the 
original will ?100,000.1s left to the 
widow, but a. codicil written Feb. 13, 
1001, increases the' sum to $12!>,0Q0. 

Of .the money left to Mrs. Harrison 
$125,d00. Is to be Invested and the In- 
come paid to her. At her death any 
sum remaining skull become part of his 
residuary estate. To his daughter Eliza- 
beth Is left $10,000, to be paid to the 
widow os trustee. When the child be- 
comes of age or marries she Is to have 
any .unexpended -balance, t If she, dies 
before receiving it, such unused balance 
shall go to her mother. The sum of 
$10,000 Is to be Invested by the Union 
Trust Company, to nccnmulntc until a 
grandson, Benjamin Harrison McKee, 
shall become 'of age, when the latter 
■bnll have the* principal and accumulated 
Interest. The trustee Is authorized, how- 
ever, to use the interest in the support 
of the grandson If necessary, • If the 
grandson dies before becoming of age the- 
fund shall become a part of the residu- 
ary estate. To ericb of his grandchil- 
dren, Mary Lodge MqKee, Marthena 
Harrison nnd Willi nm Henry Harrison, 
Is left $2,.10O In addition to other gifts. 

Section 10 of the will reads as follows: 
"If another child should; be born to me 
of my. present marriage I give, nnd be- 
queath to such child the sum of $10,000.. 
If a boy shall be born to me, he shall 
bear my mime, and my sword and sash 
shall be given to him instead of to my; 
son Russell;" 

The document confirms to tho widow 
all the gifts she has received, nil the ar- 
ticles in tile house that were purchased 
within' six months before her marriage 
with the General nttd all that have been 
puTchnsed by either of them since that 
time.

The fact that Gen, Harrison should 
have disinherited bis son causes no sur- 
prise In Indianapolis, a dispatch Bays, 
for such was expected.

Harrison was elected President the sou 
began giving out Interviews in which be 
professed to express bis father's views 
on matters of public policy. The General 
was finally' forced to'mnke n public dis- 
avowal of his son's utterances. Col. Har- 
rison Invaded the newspaper field- in the 
West,, and engaged in the street-car busi- 
ness.

SWEPT BY A BLIZZARD: 
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Komei Convicts [Holding; Omsrcli 
1 Hosts kca Are Aired, 

Three . hundred 'convicts, "maddened < by 
long hours of .labor^ind hard prison fare,: 
mutinied In the' rijine nt' the State peni- 
tentiary at Lansing, Knn. They seized 
their guards hntl for thirty-six hours held 
them ob hostages .720 'feet under ground. 
In the meantime 'tb,cy' stalked if n blinds 
through the Workings of- the shaft, cry- 
ing, death to all officers of the law and 
threatening to blow up the mine. 

For thirty-six hours the despern to pris- 
oners had absolute control of the mine. 
They- refused to allow a guard to ascend 
In the cage,. but every' now and then sent 
aloft a note to the warden offering to na- 
gotidte. The warden rejected all offers. 

"We will' kill the guards, blow up the 
mjne and die ourselves," crime a mes- 
sage. 

Still the warden .was defiant. ConvictB 
and gunrds'In their power were becom- 
ing more desperate with hunger. They 
hnd lived on the corn provided for the 
mules In the mine. Rumors were spread 
thnt the guards hnd been slain and these, 
eet all Lnuslng" nnd Kansas as .well wild 
with excitement. 

"Go down with n pnrty and shoot theni 
down," urged the citizens. Warden Tom- 
linson' said: "Xo; I'll starve them out.- 
To descend the shnft would mean the 
murder of scores, for some nre life- term 
men and desperate beyond comprehen- 
sion." 

As Tnesdny night wore on the warden 
held a consultation with his officers, and 
it was decided to attempt a rescue of the 
guards and also to overawe the convicts 
and force their surrender. Selecting his 
men, the warden, with seven or eight 
guards, heavily armed, entered the hoist 
nnd were soon speeding downward. 
When near the bottom of the 'pit n heavy 
fusllinde was opened, the shots being 
fired townrd the top of the shaft 

This took the convicts by surprise, and, 
thinking thnt the shots were Intended for 
them, they hastily fled, leaving tho 
guards, who were soon joined by their 
comrades, after which they were sent to 
the top. The armed gunrdB then start- 
ed -after the convicts and soon had tho 
ringlc'ndcrfl under arrest, when the others 
gave in and surrendered unconditionally, 
The work; of taking thorn to the surface 
began', nnd before morning the convicts 
were again behind the bars of their cells. 

.C IVIL WAR ,IN RUSSIA. 
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Western Btntes Visited by Fierce Gale 
■ anil Heavy Snow. 

States in the upper . Mississippi and 
Missouri valleys' and the basin of the 
great lakes wore swept . Tuesday and 
Wednesday by a raging blizzard thnt 
caused great property damage and dan- 
ger of floods nnd.blockrides, Wednesday 
the storm center was over Lnko Michi- 
gan, nnd a terrific goto blow oyer western 
and northern Michigan, where tele- 
graphic dispatches reported rail roads tied 
up by Hie snow nnd many narrow es- 
capes of vessels on the lakes. Tuesday 
night the storm swept XcbrnBkn, west- 
ern Iowa, tho Dnkotns, Wyoming and 
Kansas. X tree t cars were. stopped, great 
damage was done to lines of communi- 
cation nnd railroad traffic was seriously 
Interrupted. 

Maay of the storm-bound cities of the 
West report the blizzard as oue of the 
worst of the winter. The line- of freez- 
ing temperature ran through the extreme 
southern portion of Illinois and west of 
the Mississippi as far south, as central 
Arkansas and Texas. In Chicago 
bouses were unroofed and telephone and 
telegraph wires were damaged. In north- 
west Michigan the heavy snow caused 
demoralization among the transportation 
lines. Crew's of the boats thut put into 
the Michigan harbors storm-beaten and 
Ice-covered reported tbnt the wares were 
of enormous height. Reports from Wis- 
consin tell of snow and rain storms! with, 
rivers running out of their courses.. At- 
Omaha, Neb., railroad Iniffic was im-. 
peded, the street car lines blocked nnd 
the whole city practically snowbound. ;,

Unless 'prompt measures are tnken by 
the' Russian authorities It Is believed 
thnt r a revolution, beginning in St. Pe- 
tersburg, will spread ■ like wildfire ' nil 
over Russia. The seditious clement, 
consisting of university students, social- 
ist tleinogogucs and the oppressed wage 
earners, is massing its forces against 
aristocracy and the Greek hierarchy and 
even threatens the life of the Czar. The 
plotters have alrendy attempted the lives 
of two, ministers. 

The worst of the riots that have been 
of daily occurrence during the past fort- 
night took plnce Tuesday on the occasion 
of a solemn mass in the Cathedral of 
Our Lady of Kazan for the repose of the 
soul of Mi Bogollepoff, the minister of 
public instruction, who was Bitot and fa- 
tally wounded by Kurpovicb. The police 
fired their revolvers and it Is said that 
five students were killed and eighty 
others either seriously or slightly injured. 
Wholesale arrests, including many wom- 
en, followed the rioting. 

The attack by the police was extreme- 
ly brutal. Women who made no demon- 
stration were treated In the most cruel 
manner. Alarm pervades in high Rus- 
sian circles. The police have notified 
bouse owners to have their dvornlks, or 
house police, report for duty nnd hold 
themselves In constant readiness. 

A remarkable feature Of the demon- 
strations has been the prominent part 
taken by women of the higher classes of 
the university.

If, on the 
other hand, the people of the United 
States nnd Canada knew to nny ap- 
preciable degree of tho wide opportuni- 
ties for the praOtahlo Investment of 
money and energy which offer them- 
selves In Central and South America, 
they would not require such exhibits 
to awaken their Interest, nor would 
snch opportunities long remain un- 
known or unpossessed. 

The Oliject of (lie Expo* It Ion. 

The Ideal had In view by those who 
planned the Fan-American Exposition 
and toward the accomplishment of 
which nothing Is being left undone 
that energy and effort can bring about 
or suggest Is that la nil that apper- 
tains to tho Industrial and intellectual 
development of the countries of the 
Western Hemisphere the Pnn-Amerl- 
can Exposition shall occupy the posi- 
tion of a great InternaUonal "Informa- 
tion Clearing House." While Interest- 
ing millions on a beautiful spectacle, 
it will afford an opportunity to tho 
peoples of the three Americas to be- 
come better acquainted with each oth- 
er, and It will prove a very prominent 
factor, too, 'in developing a proper and 
just appreciation In ench country of 
the Industrial wants and trade possi- 
bilities of their neighboring countries 
of the Western Hemisphere. 

While their view of tho duty and 
task Imposed upon them In this regard 
has been broad tho generosity and pub- 
lic spirit of the promoters and man- 
agement of the Exposition in provid- 
ing for tho setting of tho Exposition 
a magnificent, fnlryllke spectacle In 
landscape and building effects and In 
arranging for the sumptuous, Intellec- 
tual entertainment ot visitors within 
the grounds have been broader. It Is 
safe, I believe, to now risk the asser-

tlon that as a result of all this the ver- 
dict of those who visit Buffalo next 
year will be that In certain phases, nnd 
in not a few, the Pan-American Expo- 
sition will bo justly entitled to rank 
In history as the most beautiful and 
successful of American Expositions. 

No one who has approached the sub- 
ject of Industrial - Pan- America seri- 
ously believes that the artificial trade 
conditions now existing between Cana- 
da, the different Central and South 
American republics snd the • United 
States— as tbey affect and restrict com- 
merce and communication between the 
different countries— can long continue, 
nor can It' be eon iro verted that great 
changes for the better In these regards 
have taken "place during the past few 
years.' Indeed, a greater advance hns 
been made during the past ten years In 
the countries of the Western Hemi- 
sphere In all' that countfa for the better 
than during the GO years preceding. 
This statement, made broadly, can bo 
verified In detail. It npplles to every- 
thing that has tended toward stability 
of government, toward the betterment 
and improvement of the people of the 
different countries, toward the build- 
ing up therein of penmancnt national 
wealth and In the direction of utilizing 
ton greater degree than heretofore the 
products and resources of these coun- 
tries. 

Oovermaenta anil Cxport ITodnci* 
of South America. 

;it Is true that exceptions to this 
statement can ho easily pointed out; 
but, broadly speaking, It will bear In- 
vestigation and will be found to be cor- 
rect For example, with few exceptions, 
the seemingly unending boundary dis- 
putes— all of which, by the way, camo 
down from tho old Spanish regime as 
an inheritance and which have been 
for. 70 years the source of untold ex- 
pense and of constant limitation nnd 
oft threatened war bctwoen practically 
ail of the republics of Central and 
South. America— have been amicably 
concluded. The closing days 'of the 
century find that chief .source ot trou- 
ble In Lathi America happily reduced 
to a- comparatively emaH point. ■ It Is 
bnt just to these republics to say in 
this connection tSht due- credit should 
bo ; given them for.,tbe "fact that In 
reaching this result they have consist- 
ently reccffnlxed the. theory of arbitra- 
tion to he the proper and' true method 



may bo solved. Today no.rboundary, 
ditttoulty of any kind affects tho pence- 
of the enst const of South America, and 
but two such au cations' aro"stIH"to bo. 
adjusted 1 upon tho west coasts Stable 
government, :wcll 'administered, has. 
been reached in very many of the re- - 
publics south of us. In some— notably" 
In those toward the extreme south of- 
tho continent— the most striking and 
rapid ndvances imaginable -have been 
made during the past ten years In their 
material development and In the pros- 
perity of their people. 

This has been especially true of tho. 
Argentine Republic and of Chile.. Fifty 
years ago the latter supplied '.flour, to 
the entire west coast of South, Central 
nnd even to that of North America. 
Tho development of California and Or- 
egon, however, changed this, nnd today , 
tho latter not only supplies their own 
wants, but as well a large section of 
Central and pnrt of. Western South 
America with breadstuff's. Chile' on 
her pnrt hns become the world's nitrate 
producer and notably so in copper, 
while her vineyards .have . Increased 
with each year. ■ 

In the Argentine ' Republic the 
changes tbnt have occurred are even 
more striking, because tbey relate to 
things- with which we of the United 
States and Cnnnda are more familiar. 
It Is, for example, relatively' speaking, 
but a few years since the United States 
was shipping flour to the Argentine 
Republic and to Uruguay. Today, ns a 
result .of the, Immigration that has 
poured into those republics, but prin- 
cipally Into the first country, and ns a 
result of ,tho application of North Amcis 
lenn fnrm machinery to the great allu-. 
vial bnslri of tho River Plate, the Ar- 
gentine Republic alone exports to Eu- 
rope- 35,000.000 bushels of wheat and 
half that amount of mnlze each year. 
Not content with having thus become 
the competitor of the United States and 
Cnnada lu tho Old World in the expor- 
tation of brendstuffs, the same republic 
has nlso become their competitor— and 
a strong and growing one, too — In tho 
exportation of meat products. Few 
have any Idea of the growth of this In- 
dustry In tho River Plato republics. 
Thirty years ago Great Brltnln Import- 
ed less than 300,000 pieces of frozen 
mutton. Indeed that was the begin- 
ning of that Industry. Today there are 
killed, frozen nnd exported to Europe 
each day from the province of Buenos 
Ayres alone, In the Argentine Republic, 
13,000 carcasses of ns good mutton as 
tho world can produce, while Innumera- 
ble square miles of alfalfa Gelds dot 
the republic and furnish rice, cheap 
fattening material for SQ.000,000 or 
more of cattle possessed by tbo coun- 
try. 

The advantages the people of the 
United Stntes and Cnnnda might obtain 
by grasping the true meaning of the 
above facts would nppenr to me many 
and their value very great ^ 

If they would, for Instance, but real- 
ize the significance of the one fact 
tbnt a well bred, fat steer can bo and Is 
being produced In the Argentine Re- 
public and exported to England at a to- 
tal expense at least $15 less than It Is 
possible to do tho same thing In either 
tho United States or Canada— while a 
great advantage lies with the producer 
of River Plate mutton— they would 
realize the strong appearance of proba- 
bility to the often quoted statement 
made by Bome tbnt the not distant fu- 
ture would bring River Plate mutton to 
our tables In the United States, 

Great Cattle Zonei In the Sonth. 

Many public men In South America 
believe this will occur, ' reasoning as 
they do that the conditions In the Unit- 
ed States are such and their develop- 
ment lb manufactures Is so pronounced 
that It can he looked upon as altogether 
probable that with lu the next tea years 
meat will be profitably exported to the 
United States from tho great cattle 
zones of South America. They also 
believe that the turn of the tide that 
has carried the United States Into the 
position of a lender of money -rather 
than a borrower will then carry tho 
well known aggressiveness and zeal of 
American financiers nnd Industrial op- 
erators Into South America, where a 
highly profitable field would be found 
for the employment of capital la the 
development of many of the smaller 
Industries now In existence there and 
In the consolidation and. operation on 
a large scale of the meat producing 
plants -there and In the handling of 
brcadstuffs and all their related indus- 
tries, r r 

Millions of acres of tillable land, In 
an excellent climate, with every facili- 
ty except Immediate transportation, 
await those who will seriously look for 
It In South and Central America, and 
It was tbo earnest wish and purpose 
of those who formulated and planned 
the Pan-American Exposition that In 
All the above fields they, might, through 
the Exposition, do something tanglblo 
toward bringing to all a better knowl- 
edge than now exists concerning tho 
countries of tho Western Hemisphere 
and that there might result from tho 
Exposition something of value In the 
direction of a wider dissemination of 
that practical knowledge of our' sur- 
roundings nnd of our future Industrial 
ontlook so much desired by nil of us 
and so essential to a proper ^realization 
on our own part of the problems of 
trade and of commerce that are In 
store for us and. for our children to 
solve, that through It the people of the 
Western Hemisphere might more ciear-, 
ly' appreciate tnnn they now do ituo 
enormous resources of' tho Western 
Hemisphere and tho possibilities it con- 
tains for thoi bolldlng up of an enor-

'.The: Pan -American Exposition .was' 
not, therefore, either entirely or large- 
ly born of a selfish dc'slro on the part, 
of the' people of the State of,New York, 
and of. "Buffalo primarily, to draw'at- 
tentloii'to anything they possess or to 
acquire wholly local prestige ond'bene- 
flt from the undertaking. The loca- 
tion 'of the Exposition >vns fixed nt 
Buffalo-by reason of the fnet that tho 
courage of the people of that city and 
their public^ spirit and faith t In their 
ability to finance and produce an Inter- 
national Exposition which should bo 
confined to tho' Western Hemisphere 
was strong enough to convince Con- 
gress, that the work . would be. well 
done, . and hence the location .was de- 
cided upon. 

Whnt linflnlo Una Done. 

This step, having been taken and the 
die thus cast, Buffalo has risen equal 
to the occasion and has subscribed 
millions of money; nnd as a city, there 
have been sunk, lu one common pur- 
pose to succeed, nil personal and sec- 
tional jealousies and ambitions. 

A splendid locntlon was selected for 
the Exposition, 'In which there Is -In- 
cluded a large part of the city's great 
and. famously beautiful park, and from 
the time thnt was done up to the pres- 
ent moment the interest and energy 
manifested and the strong Intent to 
succeed lu* every way shown by the 
people of the city in their great under- 
taking have been focused upon nnd cen- 
tered In the work now nearlng comple- 
tion. The extent to which this Interest 
has been shown can be gauged from 
the fact that on several recent Sun- 
days 20,000 people hnvc passed through 
the wagon gates to the grounds In or- 
der thnt tbey might see how the work 
of constructing the Exposition build- 
ings was progressing. - 

Architectural Wonder*. 

In lb> architectural qualities and out- 
lines tho Exposition pays the republics 
of South find Central America the 
highest compliment possible, since In 
the character and design of Its build- 
ings there will be placed before the vis- 
itor the most perfect the most beauti- 
ful and the most enchanting picture of 
Spanish architectural memories that 
has over been presented in nny country 
or place, while in its natural attrac- 
tions and In the loveliness of Its lake 
and forest and flower setting the Expo- 
sition ns a picture will bo n source of 
gladness and delight nnd n pride as. 
well to every one who visits It .Those 
who have Its direction and manage- 
ment are doing everything within their 
power to bring together about these 
central, salient points those finishing, 
connecting, links of fountains, of . bril- 
liant lighting effects, of music, of gar- 
dens, of entertainments nnd of nov- 
elty which go so for townrd making up 
the real, life of a great Exposition. 

As this Is being written— six months 
previous to the opening of the Exposi- 
tion—It Is distinctly gratifying to tb« 
people of Buffalo and of the State of 
New York to be able to realize, as they 
do, that their efforts In the work of 
building up nnd arranging the ground- 
work of the Exposition have been 
warmly seconded on every hand, and 
that the discouragements they . have 
met with and the difficulties' they have 
had to overcome have but more close- 
ly accentuated and mnde apparent the 
merit of their undertaking and brought 
to them the unsought praise nnd hearty 
applause of their fellow citizens of the 
United States, white the prominent and 
praiseworthy nctlvlty being shown In 
Mexico. Guatemala, Nicaragua, 'Costa 
Rica, Honduras, Ecuador, Peru, Chill, 
Bolivia, the Argentine Republic nnd In 
Cuba; la nil that relates to the partici- 
pation of those countries In the Exposi- 
tion, Is most encouraging nnd presages 
a brilliant outcome. To this there 1b to, 
be added the widespread Interest now 
manifested In the Exposition In Cana- 
da, In Jamaica, in Guadeloupe, In Porto 
Rico, lu Hawaii and In the Philippines. 
With these factors to work from, there 
would seem to be a bright outlook 
nb end 'for a successful outcome nnd n 
realization to some degree of the senti- 
ments underlying the Exposition. With 
but fow exceptions the States are cor- 
dially and enthusiastically Interested 
In the Exposition and will participate, 
and they nro joining heartily In the 
efforts to make it in Its. success consist- 
ent with the Ideas held by .those who 
formulated Its plans and such as will 
amply nnd fully justify tho pride, faith 
and confidence of the people who first 
took -np and encouraged by every 
means within their power the holding 
of a- Pan-American Exposition— at a 
seemingly most appropriate place— 
within earshot as it is, of the world's 
greatest cataract, and amid tho truly 
marvelously wonderful applications of 
tho unlimited power now being trans- 
mitted from that great leap of waters.

I bnvo given several reasons why It 
seemed that an opportune moment had 
been reached to hold a Pan-American 
Exposition ond also why the people of 
the Western Hemisphere should bo In- 
terested In nnd learn much of great ad- 
vnntngo tp.thom from Buch a. bringing 
together , of '^he resources of tho Ameri- 
cas ii b It Is contemplated and desired to 
do. Many other reasons could be given 
why a broader, more rational, better 
understood -ond more common sense 
Pan-American sentiment should exist 
between r tho people of the three Ameri- 
cas than Is now apparent end ns to 
why .the suspicion concerning the atti- 
tude- of the United States toward them 
that has Iain not wholly or, always dor- 
mant In the Latin American republics 
ihonld po wiped oat fori all time. 
Among these would be the building ot

Jt seems to be a fact, proved by al- 
most dally observation now, that the 
deer are returning to Connecticut, and 
In good numbers, too. Reports are 
heard almoBt dally of one or more ot 
these graceful animals being seen In 
one or another part of the good old 
state, under circumstances which fix 
it that, they are new arrivals. There 
are probably more deer In Connecticut 
today than at any previous time with- 
in tha last. 160 years, says the Hart- 
ford Times. They are seen on rail- 
road tracks In fields and gardens nnd 
even feeding with the domestic cattle. 
Where they all come from and what Is 
drawiuE them here seem not to be very 
clear. They are not.only seen la most 
unexpected places, hut appear to be 
singularly free from fear of human be- 
ings.

.. Arithmetic . 3,000 Year* Ago, 

Probably the oldest book for borne 
lessons In arithmetic was recently un- 
earthedln, Egypt The papyrus, which 
was In excellent condition; dotes from 
about 1700 B.'c.~Uib£ ;ts,/ about 100 
years before the' time of Moses, or al- 
most- 3,600 years ago. It ' proves that 
the Egyptians had a thorough knowl- 
edge of the elementary mathematics 
almost to the extent of our own. The 
papyrUB has a long heading, "Direc- 
tion How to Attain the Knowledge of. 
All- Dark. Thing's.," etc. Numerous ex- 
amples show that their principal oper- 
ations with entire units and fractions 
were made by means of addition- and, 
multiplication. Subtraction and divi- 
sions were not known In their present 
Iform, but correct results .were obtained, 
nevertheless. ''Equations, were' also 
found in the papyrus.— Newcastle 
(England) Chronicle.

The advance of cremation In Eng- 
land, shown by, the establishment of a 
ramilcipnl furnace In the north - nnd 
the projection of ft new crematorium 
not far outside the four-mile rnillus In 
London, recalls the Interesting history 
of Japan In the inntter. Cremation 
followed Buddhism into Japan about 
1,200 years n go, but It only pnrtlnlly 
superseded the Shinto custom of dis- 
posing of the tlend by" Interment. In 
1873 ercinntlon wns totnlly prohibited 
by the Japanese government, whose 
members seem to lmve 'had Borne con- 
fused notion its to the practice being 
un-Europenn nni] therefore barbarous. 

.Having discovered that, fax from be- 
ing un-Europcan, cremation wns the. 
the goal of European reformers In such 
matters, they rescinded their prohibi- 
tion before two years had elapsed. 
Cremation In Japan Is carried out In a 
somewhat rough nnd ready manner. 
The cheapest process only costs about 
$1.12. This Is ecnrcely adapted to 
western requirements nnd Is sufllcleut- 
ly described by the title which the for- 
eign residents of a certain settlement 
Jn Japan gave to the native cremation
